FCC PROPOSES TO PERMIT AMATEUR ACCESS TO 2200 AND 
630 METERS 


Amateur Radio is poised to gain access to two new bands! The FCC has allocated a new 
LF band, 135.7 to 137.8 kHz, to the Amateur Service on a secondary basis. Allocation of 
the 2.1 kHz segment, known as 2200 meters, was in accordance with the Final Acts of the 
2007 World Radiocommunication Conference (WRC-07). The Commission also has 
proposed a new secondary 630 meter MF allocation at 472 to 479 kHz to Amateur Radio, 
implementing decisions made at WRC-12. No Amateur Radio operation will be permitted 
in either band until the FCC determines, on the basis of comments, the specific Part 97 
rules it must frame to permit operation in the new bands. Amateur Radio would share 
both allocations with unlicensed Part 15 power line carrier (PLC) systems operated by 
utilities to control the power grid, as well as with other users. 


Look for mobile antennas for these new bands to be advertised in next April's QST.
